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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant's response to the last Office Action, filed 4/10/2009, has been entered and 
made of record. 

2. Applicant has amended claims 2,4, and 6-9 are amended . Claims 11-13 have been added. 
Claims 1,3 and 10 are cancelled . Claims 2, and 4-9,1 1-13 are currently pending. 

3. Applicants arguments filed 06/09/2009 have been fiiUy considered and are persuasive. 
The 35 use 103 rejection has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 2,4-9,1 1-13 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

After reviewing the remarks made by the Applicant in response to the non-final office action the 
Examiner finds the remarks to be persuasive. The most pertinent prior art is Reader et al ( 
Adaptive Correction of scatter and random events ) and Watson et al ( New, faster, image based 
scatter correction) . Reader discloses a new robust correction methodology for back projected 
images, which adaptively determines the scatter and random component in a back projected 
image. The approach proposed is to adaptively determine the unwanted 
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background component in the back projected image. Moreover, reader et al teaches how to 
calculate a corrected image by compensating the original sectional image with the baseline 
function ( page 1352, left column steps 5-9) .Watson clearly teach the the concept of computing 
individual scatter distribution for each image slice . Neither Reader nor Watson discloses 
eroding the segmented areas at their boundaries; determining a baseline function that describes 
spatially slowly varying artifacts of the sectional image based on the data of the segmented area 
corresponding to tissue; resegmenting the baseline fit region of the segmented area 
corresponding to tissue; eroding the boundaries of the resegmented area; and g) storing to the 
memory a corrected sectional image by compensating the original sectional image using the 
baseline function. The Examiner finds no reason or motivation to combine the above references 
in an obviousness rejection thus placing the application in condition for allowance. 
Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the payment 
of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue fee. 
Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance." 

Prior Art 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 

Zaidi et al ( Scatter modeling and correction strategies in fiiUy 3-D PET) is cited to 
teach a new robust correction methodology for back projected images, which adaptively 
determines the scatter and random component in a back projected image. The 
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approach proposed is to adaptively determine the unwanted background component in the back 
projected image. 

Cherry et al. (Effects of scatter on model parameter estimates in 3D PET studies of the 
human brain) Is cited to teach how scatter propagates from the projection data to the 
reconstructed image and look at the effect of scatter on the estimation of kinetic 
parameters and the scatter distribution for several different phantom configurations and, 
based on this data, propose a very simple scatter correction technique
